Claims 1-6 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose a R/F ripple signal compensator that 
includes "an initialization controller, which is coupled to a defect detector, the finger print 
detector, the first A/D and second A/D. 

It is noted that the closest prior art, Watanabe (US patent 7,027,085) shows a similar 
apparatus which has dual A/d and also may be used for finger print detection. However 
Watanabe fails to disclose defect detection, a R/F ripple signal, R/F peak detector and use of dual 
A/D as claimed.
